London —Wi— Soviet Russia has 


proposed resurrection of the Anglo- 
French-Russian triple entente of the 
World war, a highly authoritative 
source said today, as a bulwark 
against possible future aggression 
by Germany, Italy or Japan. 


Such a recommendation of a flat 


reciprocal military alliance was 
said to have been made by Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinoff to Sir 
William Seeds, British ambassador 
in Moscow. 


Both Britain and France, this in- 


formant said, have the proposal un- 
der serious consideration. 


No official indication was given 


of the Anglo-French reply, but 
Britain, although favoring a less 
binding agreement was believed to 
be ready to accent such a military 
alliance rather than lose Russia's 
support 


Asks Military Support 


Moscow, having in mind the pos- 


sibility of attack both by Germany 
in the west and Japan in the east 
was said to have demanded full 
military support from Britain and 
France in return for her adhesion 
to the bloc of nations they are 
forming.

Britain's suggestions for coopera- 
tion against the Rome-Berlin axis 
•was communicated to London by 
the British ambassador in Moscow.

Fear Occupation 


Russia formerly ruled parts of 


both 
these countries, and Polish 


and Rumanian officials feared any 
occupation of their territory by 
Russian troops might prove an em- 
barrassment after need of the aid 
of the red army had passed. 


Officially it was pointed out the 


conversations were continuing both 
in Paris and Moscow and that the 
new soviet plan was not necessarily 
final. 


It was believed in London diplo- 


matic circles that Russia had of- 
fered to cooperate on an outright 
military alliance basis because she 
fears she might be caught by a 
joint German-Japanese invasion.

Washington—W—Secretary of La- 


bor Perkins said today she had or- 
dered the immigration service to 
proceed with a hearing of deporta- 
tion charges against Harry Bridges, 
west coast CIO director. 


The charges 
include one that 


Bridges is a member of the Com- 
munist party. 


The secretary told a press confer- 


ence that the hearing would deter- 
mine whether Bridges was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party in the 
light of the supreme court's recent 
decision that previous membership 
was not grounds for deportation. 


Asked how the supreme court's 


ruling would affect the pending de- 
portation case against Bridges, Miss 
Perkins said, "we don't think it 
would be futile to continue with 
the Bridges' case, but the evidence 
has to be examined at a hearing." 


Started in 1938 


The Bridges case, which started 


in March, 1938, when the Austral- 
ian-born CIO leader was served 
with a deportation warrant in Balti- 
more, has been suspended pending 
the supreme court ruling in the Jo- 
seph G. Streckcr case. In the 
Strecker case. In the Strecker case, 
the labor department endeavored to 
deport Strecker even though he 
claimed to have resigned from the 
party. 


Strecker was prosecuted under a 


1918 law providing lor deportation 
of any alien 
who advocated the 


overthrow of the government by 
force and violence. 


Before a date for a healing in the 


Bridges case can be fixed, the sec- 
retary said, the immigration service 
must assemble its evidence from 
several scattered offices and deter- 
mine what affidavits and informa- 
tion will be usable. 


Denies Membership 
"The hearing will determine 


whether Bridges is a member of the 
Communist party," Miss Perkins 
said. 


Bridges, who is an alien, has de- 


nied membership in the party. 


Miss Perkins expressed-the opin- 


ion that in the light of the supreme 
court ruling, the labor department 
"would have to prove that Bridges 
was a member of the party at the 
time the warrant of his arrest was 
issued."

It shows that 
the situation is not utterly hopeless 
Had the first reports which reached 
this country on Saturday been true 
that 
the

For this would have meant that 


the two dictators felt strong enough 
to defy any combination of poten- 
tial enemies, and so sure of the un- 
questioning support of their own 
people that they felt they had en- 
tire freedom to act as they liked 
The decision to make some kind 
of reasoned reply to the President 
is an acknowledgment 
that 
the 


feelings 
of their 
own 
peoples, 


and of other peoples as well, have 
real 'weight in their calculations. 


To have demonstrated this fact is 


in itself a promising achievement. 
For what' makes the present situa- 
tion so critical is that on the plane 
of purely military calculations the 
position of the axis has been deteri- 
orating rapidly. Hitler and Musso- 
lini have, therefore, been under ex- 
treme temptation to strike before it 
is too late to strike. The pace of 
British rearmament, the sensation- 
al recovery in France, the change 
in the position of Poland, the organ- 
ization of another grand alliance so 
similar to that which confronted 
Napoleon, the British negotiations 
with Russia and Turkey, the strain 
on the German and Italian reserve 
—all these things have meant that 
time was running aganist the axis. 


Hitler's speech at Wlhelmshaven, 


the one in which the broadcasting 
was interrupted, was a very threat- 
ening speech because it indicated 
that he was contemplating war as a 
means of breaking up the alliance 
that Mr. Chamberlain was organiz- 
ing. Ever since that time the situa- 
tion nas been almost desperate, so 
desperate that there has been what 
amounts to mobilization for war in 
every country of Europe. The cause 
of the danger has been, and still is, 
that Hitler might feel compelled to 
strike at once in order 
to avoid 


tlon where'It would be impossible 
for him to strike. 
Long War Depends . 
, 


On Staying Power 


All the efforts t<j avert war have 


consisted ' in actions to persuade 
Hitler and Mussolini not to take the 
fatal decision. The most effective 
of the deterrent actions has been 
the construction of the European 
alliance and the' hardening' of .the 
will -to resist further aggression. 
This has sharpened the "Issue "by 
confronting the axis with a situa- 
tion where it is evident that they 
are facing the risk of general and 
total war, rather than the kind of 
thing they have done so successful- 
ly in Austria, Czechoslovakia, Spain 
and Albania. 
.*• 


Now in a general and total war, 


providing their main adversaries 
can withstand the first attack, the 
victory will go to the side with the 
greatest staying power. For quick, 
short, sharp strokes a dictatorship 
can ignore public sentiment 
But 


for a long war, it cannot. Public 
sentiment will play a great part in 
determining where the resources of 
the neutrals arc to be available, and 
in a long war the morale of the 
people is a military consideration of 
the first order. The 
President's 


diplomatic intervention, since it fol- 
lowed the. formation of an alliance 
in Europe which forecloses a vic- 
tory by a knockout blow, revealed 
to the German and Italian nations 
how great is the risk to them of be- 
coming involved in a great war. 
And the popular response revealed 
to their rulers how necessary it is 
for them to take account of the size 
of the external resistance and of 
their own people's feelings about 
the risks of a great war. 


How 
effective 
this diplomatic 


campaign will prove tcr be is, 
course, unpredictable. But in es 
mating its effectiveness we mu 
remember that, as things are, at 
moment the utmost that we c 
hope from any policy is that it will 
postpone the outbreak of a world 
war. For it is only by postponing 
and postponing and postponing war 
itself 
that 
there is any chance 


whatever of creating the conditions, 
the atmosphere, and the will for 
anything resembling 
a genuine 


peace settlement. 


The fact of the matter is that 


here does not now exist either the 


basis on which to make it But it 
is also the fact 
that among the 


'masses of all the peoples there Is an 
awful dread of war. and a profound 
longing for' some means of escape 
from the danger of war. If the out- 
break of hostilities can be postpon- 
ed long enough, if a situation can 
be created where the chance,-of a 
victorious war no longer •' exists, 
then the human forces that are on 
the side of peace will have the op- 
portunity and the time to assert 
themselves. That is why' every ac- 
tion which renders victory more 
Improbable, every action which de- 
ters those who might 'precipitate 
war. is also • an action that serves to 
create the only conceivable. condi- 
tion of mind in which'a genuine 
.negotiated peace is possible.. . - 


The war, if it breaks out, might 


go on for-several years. If we are 
realistic, we shall understand that 
the campaign to prevent war will 
'probably also last some years. The 
President 
has, for example, sug- 


gested pledges of non-aggression, 
disarmament and economic arrange- 
ments, as the alternative to war. 
We must not think the effort is a 
failure if we do not hear that a 
peace conference has been called 
next week or next month. As long 
as war is averted, the President's 
move is not a failure. 


Thus we shall not get disarma- 


ment quickly. But if the armaments 
are at least not used in battle, we 
shall be infinitely better off than if 
they were. We shall not get pledges 
of non-aggression, that any one be- 
lieves in. But if there is no fur- 
ther aggression, we shall be bet- 
ter oft" than if half a dozen more na- 
tions were subjugated. We shall not 
soon get an economic peace. But if 
we can convince the Germans and 
Italians that we want an economic 
peace, they may face the 
outer 


world with hope rather than with 
despair.

All that 
we.-hear from the President's critics 
Is cither that he is imagining and 
inventing the danger of the world 
war," which Ls preposterous; or that 
nothing can be done to prevent 
war. which is a counsel of despair; 
or that in trying to prevent war, the 
President is taking certain risks 
which would not exist if he folded 
his hands and resigned himself to 
the outbreak of a world war. 


Of course, there are risks. The sit- 


uation is full of risks. But surely a 
world war in Europe, Africa and 
Asia, and in the Atlantic and in the 
Pacifc Oceans, is the greatest risk 
of all.

The study of foreign languages at 


Lawrence college gives the student 
not only a reading knowledge of a 
language but also essential facts of 
the political and intellectual history 
of the country in which that lan- 
guage is spoken. Linguistic courses 
make use of the college's recording 
equipment, so that the student's pro- 
nunciation can be checked careful- 
ly. 


A student majoring in this depart* 


ment concentrates his study on one 
of the languages and is required TO 
obtain a satisfactory reading knowl- 
edge of a second foreign language. 


On the faculty are Dr.'Louis C. 


Baker, who holds the title of pro- 
fessor of modern languages; Dr. G. 
C. Cast, professor of German; Miss 


• Charlotte Lorenz. professor of Span- 
' ish; Dr. Arthur Harold Weston, pro- 


fessor of Latin and Greek; Dr. Edna 
Wicgand, associate professor of Lat- 
in; Miss Anne Jones, instructor in 
French and German; Miss Lucille 
Palmer, instructor in German; and 
Miss Alice Whitcomb, instructor in 
French. 


Of these Dr. Baker has seen the 


longest service on the faculty. He 
was appointed to the staff 25 years 
ago. Previously he had received his 
B. A. degree from Lawrence college, 
in 1906. his M. A. from Northwest- 
ern university two years later, and 
his Ph.- D. from the University of 
Pennsylvania. Between Northwes:-

travel and study when he teaches 
French classes.

In the summer of 1928 Prof. Bak- 


er was head of an American delega- 
tion which inspected the schools of 
Rumania and held a 
conference 


there on secondary school organiza- 
tion. For his work there he was giv- 
en a Rumanian decoration in De- 
cember. 1928. 


In 1930 he returned to Rumania to 


cive a series of lectures in French 
at the University of Bucharest on 
the American school system. Whil? 
there he was entertained by Nicolai 
.Torsa, president of the university at 
that time and later prime minister. 


Because photography is Dr. Bak- 


er's hobby, he has taken hundrsdc 
of pictures, many of them motion 
pictures, of his travels, which he 
uses in his classes. Visual education, 
he feels, makes the life, history and 
art of a country live for his stu- 


• dents. 


Although he was originally ao- 


pointed to the faculty as a professor 
of German. 
Dr. Baker teache- 


Frcnch almost exclusively now. He 
is also in charge of a general cour.«2 
on the teaching of modern lan- 
guages. 


A complete set of records of the 


opera "Carmen." which is played for 
members of the French club once a 
year, also helps to make the French 
langauRe not just something learned- 
in books.

and the use of pictures and slides to 
the interesting sights and scenes in 
Spain and Latin America, to the 
history and cultural development of 
these countries. 
In the advanced 


courses, which are given in alter- 
nate years, the development of prose 
writings, with especial empha";s OP 
Cervantes' "Don Quixote," is studied 
and the alternating vear the devel- 
opment of the drama, stressing the 
great dramatists of the Golden A^o 
of Spanish literature. 


In the third year one semester is 


devoted entirely to Latin American 
literature. Special attention is giv- 
en to students who are looking for- 
ward to going to South America. 
Last summer one of the juniors At- 
tended the University of Mexico 
during its summer session. Arranco- 
ments have been ma-le for next year 
for an exchange student from Chile, 
and the Spanish club has invited a 
Latin American student at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin to be its gu°.-t 
for two days, so that the studen's 
may enjoy informal association w'th 
one of their Latin American neish- 
bors. 


The purposes and problems 
of 


work in classical Greek and Latin 
differ in many ways from those of 
work in the modern foreign I?n- 
guages. 


Indebted To Past 


"The classical student seeks 
a 


first-hand acquaintance with

languages and literatures of a past 
human civilization ot great brilli- 
ance," Dr. Weston. head of the clas- 
sical languages department explains. 
"Our own civilization is deeply ir- 
debted to this past for some of the 
most valuable and permanent fea- 
tures of its intellectual, artistic and 
spiritual life. 
This relationship. 
| coupled with the relative remotc- 
j ness in time of the classical writers 
! and with other factors, gives to thcd* 
I studies certain qualities and aspe<ns 


which the study of 
contemporary 


cultures cannot but lack." 


At Lawrence there is at present 


no work offered Jn Latin for Oo- 
ginncrs, since most 
high, schools 


which teach any language at all give 
this opportunity to their students. 
But the college is prepared to take 
those who have had a 2-ycar hign 
school course, or more, and 
give 


them as much more Latin as they 
want. In Greek 
the . instruction 


ranges from beginning work on up. 
according to the demand. There a:c 
courses also in masterpieces of the 
ancient literatures in English trans- 
lation, for those who could rcaJ 
them in no other way. 


A considerable portion of 
the 


classical work at Lawrence is con- 
ducted in the room known as the 
Hiram A. Jones Latin library. This 
is a comfortable, well-lighted room 
on the ground floor of Main hall 
furnished in memory of Hiram /\. 
Jones, professor of Latin from 1854 
to 1898. 


Prizes For Excellence 


The generosity of several donors 


has made it possible to offer prizes 
for excellence in Latin to sopho- 
mores, juniors and seniors. These 
are known as the Peabody prize, an- 
dowed by Emma Peabody Harper in 
memory of her father. George F.

A sufficient number of corporate re- 


ports have been made for the f:rst quar-

The reports do not indicate that all is 


well nor that everything is bad. They cre- 
ate what the brokers call "a spotted 
condition'' but with sufficient spots to 
make real justification for optimism. 


America has never been a country in 


which business 
and industry have 
at- 


tempted to control politics through en- 
forced feast or famine although it has been 
an advantageous plume in the cap of poli- 
tics to groom business and industry into 
presentable shape for an election year. 


However completely a man may differ 


with an administration in power it re- 
mains his primary and patriotic duty to do 
what he can toward a continuance of a 
robust national condition. 
Probably no 


organization that could be put together in 
the country, aside from the government 
itself, is strong enough to either put the 
country on its feet or knock it off. Dur- 
ing Sir. Hoover's administration business 
and industry, which generally approved 
of the President, worked ceaselessly to 
get the American house in order, to de- 
stroy unemployment and to prevent a con- 
tinuance of the business disasters that 
were so evident. But very little could 
be done to any substantial effect A great 
wound existed in the body politic and 
it had to heaL 


Today conditions are much the same 


in many respects but the government is 
charged -with, making new wounds as well 
as preventing the healing of old ones. 
Again Nature will cure for Nature is a 
mighty doctor .but it cannot accomplish 
the desired result if, after it cleanses a 
wound, someone is permitted to continual- 
ly fumble with it

the state. And then, still pursuing the 
strangest course in many centuries, he 
turned and destroyed the democracy that 
had given him his opportunity. 


Let us not as we read the story of 


other centuries, of Augustus and Caligula, 
of Xerxes and Alexander, of Barbarossa 
and Hohcnstaufcn, feel that we have to 
reserve a wondering eye for the curious 
behavior of earlier peoples and nations 
when we have a chance to look upon the 
events of our own day. 


And while we are considering that 


Hitler is a product of democracy we have 
another very curious phenomenon before 
us because, we daresay, no candidate ever 
asked favorable votes with such a behttle- 
ment of those who cast them. 


We shall quote Herr Hitler's language 


on the stump, in his book and otherwise, 
and whirh the German people had before 
them when he Wcis selected to rule, thus: 


"Tne micht of a political party does 


not in. the slightest degree spring from 
the intelligence of its members but 
from thc obedience with which the 
members serve the command. The 
party must not be servant to the mass- 
es but their loid 
and master. 
It 


must work on the great stupid herd 
of sheep which is our people. . . . 


"It is possible by means of shrewd 


and unremitting propaganda to make 
people believe that heaven is hell— 
and hell, heaven. 
Propaganda must 


be aimed primarily at the emotions 
and very little at men's alleged rea- 
son. . . . 


"Every propaganda must be popular 


and must pitch its level at the level 
of the meanest capacities among those 
at would seek to reach. 
The great- 


er the mass of men to be reached, the 
lower its intellectual level must be ... 


"Effective propaganda must limit it- 


self to a very few points, and hammer 
these home by means of slogans until 
it is certain that even the dumbest 
of hearers will get them through his 
head." 
Little reference will be found through- 


out Hitler's works to the truth excepting 
upon those fe\v occasions, such as the 
abandonment 
of 
the 
Fourteen Points, 


when truth was undeniably upon the 
side of Berlin. But support is vigorously 
given to the proposition "that the very 
greatness of the lie" distributed among the 
people "is a factor in getting it believed." 


Here is a ruler who admits that in 


1914 when the World war broke out it 
"was desired by the whole people," a 
statement far from the truth but proba- 
bly a very accurate reflection of- his own 
feelings. In his writings he has said that 
the first news of war "appeared to me 
like a deliverance" and that "I sank on 
my knees and thanked heaven from an 
overflowing heart that the good fortune 
had been vouchsafed me to live in such 
times." 


Such is the picture of Germany's ruler 


as sketched by himself. No bitter enemy, 
no angry opponent, has stood at the easel 
with a brush. The painting is of the art- 
ist and by the artist. 


And since it has become customary 


for people to join in festivities upon the 
birthday of their ruler the German peo- 
ple yesterday celebrated the anniversary 
of him quoted above, the same man, nev- 
ertheless, who has wrought wonders by 
way of orderliness and physical improve- 
ment in the Reich. 


THE DEMOCRATS AT OSHKOSH 
The Oshkosh convention of Democrats, 


though peppered with rainbow colors for 
private purposes, was; nevertheless, a nat- 
ural protsst against dissolution and death. 
And it is by no means certain that this 
outcry in the wilderness may not bear 
fruit.

White grubs 
are coming, is the warning of the 
department. 
Potatoes, new strawberry plant- 


ing's, corn, and garden crops in gen- 
eral arc especially subject to in- 
jury and damage by white grubs. 
Lawns and gardens . can be pro- 
tected against white grubs by broad- 
casting five pounds of dry powdered 
arsenate of lead thoroughly with a 
bushel of slightly moistened sand 
over each thousand square feet of 
sod.

White grubs feed normally on the 
roots of grass. When lead arsenate 
is applied on the surface and wash- 
ed down cither by rain or a hose, 
it does not injure the grass. 
Tha 


white grubs swallow with their diet 
sufficient quantities of this arcscnic- 
al poison to kill them. Once applied, 
this treatment will remain effective 
over a period of three or four years, 
it Is explained by E. L. Chambers, 
state entomologist. 


Flowers and vegetables should 


not be treated with lead arsennte 
after being planted. To attract and 
kill the grubs in such places, plant 
a few hills of corn at various points 
and treat the soil around them with 
the arsenate mixture.

Department of agriculture engi- 


neer R. J. McAlmont reports, after 
a tour of American farms, that me- 
chanical refrigeration 
of milk" is 


spreading fast. 


He attributes the expansion to 


more electric power lines and to 
stricter laws governing temperature 
at which milk shall be delivered to 
city markets. 


In 1924, when the well house still 


was the usual thing in coolers, only 
2.7 per cent of American farms 
were served by electric lines. By 
1937 the figure was 17J5 per cent— 
and it's growing. 


Not that the well house, with its 


musty fragrance, won't continue to 
keep milk cool on lots of farms 
where water is plentiful and cold 
enough. It's a good cheap method of 
refrigeration. 


But in drought areas many farm-

Mechanical Cooling 


Use of mechanical cooling is 


spreading, too, because outfits are 
cheaper now. Units handling four 
ten-gallon cans sell around $200 
compared with $400 a few years 
ago. a government survey shows. 
Units to handle eight, ten or four- 
teen ten-gallon cans also are cheap- 
er. Government figures indicate 
that maintenance costs for machines 
of all sizes average $3.60 a year.

bottle their milk use dry storage, 
like a kitchen ice box. 


A third type cools milk fresh 


from the cow by running it over a 
set of cold coils before it is put in 
cold storage.

no substitute 
for sanitation.

This may not seem to make a great deal of sense

But it is the belief here that Hitler is 
driven by far more grandiose ambitions than the .con- 
solidation of middle Europe. Hitler's real goal, it is 
suspected, is the overthrow of British sea power, 
which is the real force behind the world status quo. 
Apparently Hitler has concluded that the quickest 
way to break it is by inflicting a military defeat on Raymond Chipper 
the Anglo-British alliance in a land war.

CRACKING DOWN* CROWS 


By Cal Johnson 
D 


OUBLE 
duty and 
pleasure 


comes to the sportsman who 
goes in for crow shooting at 


this time of the year. The marks- 
man keeps his eye in and his skill 
at its peak and protects a lot of song 
birds from the devastation of the 
sinister black fellows. It is in the 
spring that the crows do so much 
damage to our song bird life by 
stealing eggs and wrecking the nests 
of our more appreciated birds. 


Plinking crows is good sport too 


for it requires- considerable skil 
and a goodly amount of patience 
There isn't an abundance of foliage 
behind which to hide in the early 
months of the year, and the crows 
are smart birds. They have sen- 
tinels and look-outs ready to warn 
them of the approach of anything 
which even looks dangerous. 


About the most satisfactory meth- 


od of stalking crows these days is to 
scout them to find a locality which 
they frequent and then to hide as 
well as possible in the underbrush 
until a few of the crows appear. 
Plenty of care must be exercised 
not to move at their approach be- 
cause the crows have keen eyesighl 
and will spot any unnatural move- 
ment many yards away. 


Use Owl For Decoy 


Another method 
for attracting 


crows is to put out ono of the time- 
honored owls with which to decoy 
them. 
Crows will attack an owl. 


one of theid greatest -enemies, at 
almost any time. If a stuffed owl is 
set out on a fence adjoining a field 
where crowds feed, the black ras- 
cals will come flocking- around to 
destroy their foe. That is the time 
;o execute them. 


It requires good 
rifle shooting 


wit ha .22 to bring down a crow and 
s a fine test of markmanship. Many 
wide themselves in their ability to 
knock the heads off the crows, but 
he average shot will do well to aim 
t their breasts. There is no object 
n doing anything more than kill 
he crows for they are not suitable 
or trophies "and few hunters will 
vant to have them stuffed 
and 


mounted. 


Crows are really most destructive 


n their robbery of nests and have 
epleted many a region of its song 
>irds and such game upland birds 
s quail and partridge. They seem 
o like nothing better for food than 
he eggs of the birds we prize high- 


If crows are prevented from do- 
ng their destructive work, the valu- 
ble bird population will have a 


than normal chance to in- 


reasc. Crows are so much larger 
and tougher than the birds they 
>rey upon that the latter need help 
rom the hunters.

Seedlings growing in cold'frames 


are probably too tender at this 
time to justify the complete re- 
moval of their glass covering. Yet, 
on warm days when the sun beats 
down on them, the air inside The 
frames contains too much heat, and 
this encourages growths which are 
excessively 
soft. Some attention 


must be given to ventilation or 
"airing," as the nurservman would 
call it 


During sunny periods the temp- 


erature should, if possible, be kept 
from rising above 70 degrees by 
opening the sash on the side op- 
posite to the direction of the wind 
so that a stream of chilled air does 
not strike the seedlings. The sash 
can be kept propped open by in- 
serting a one-inch block of wood 
between ,Jhe framework and the 
sash. After a cay or two. the Open- 
ing can be increased to several 
inches, then a foot and finally, aft- 


er the plants are hardened, the 
sash can be removed early in 'the 
morning and left off until night 
Even at night some opening is 
helpful.

After 
several 


day's airings the sterns wfll show 
a decided strengthening and will 
not crush with the same pressure.

V—The Heating Man 


When we go Into a linished 


home, 
\yc 
may 
notice 
radia- 


tors or registers, but'we do not 
sec the part of the heating system 
inside the walls. Inside the walls 
arc pipes of one kind or another, 
but they arc hidden by the laths 
and plaster over them. 


Modern forced-air furnace instal- 
lation. 
Several weeks ago, I looked at 


a house which was a little more 
than half built. 
This house was 


being fitted 
with a gas-burning 


furnace 
to 
supply 
"forced air" 


heat. • Between 
the 
two-by-four 


"studs" in the walls, I saw quite 
a number of pipes. These pipes 
were not round — they were of j 
oblong 
shape, 
measuring 
about ' 


four inches one way and 15 inches 
the other. The heating men spoke 
of them as stacks. 
. - 


All .told, there were about two 


dozen stacks in the house. Half 
of them were fitted to the furnace 
in such a way that they would 
carry hot air up into the rooms, 
and let it out of the walls near 
the ceiling. The other half of the 
stacks open near the floors. Their 
purpose is to draw in cool air 
from the rooms and take it down' 
to the basement. 


When cool air is brought to the 


furnace, it will be warmed and 
sent back. Thanks to a filter in 
a furnace of this kind, the air is 
strained as it makes its trips back 
and forth. . The filter takes out 
dust: • we 
are 
told it removes 


nearly all the dust, and this gives 
people better air to breathe. 


Fresh air comes into the house 


when windows'" are raised, and 
when doors are opened for people ' 
to pass in or out. as I said some 
time ago. there 
is a certain 


amount of "leakage" of air into a 
house even when windows and 
doors are shut. This is not enough 
to provide all the oxygen-filled 
air needed for health, but heating 
experts say it amounts to a good 
deal. 


The heating man must try to 


j figure 
out 
how 
much leakage 


there will be. and must allow for 
fresh air coming through open 
windows. Then he works to figure 
the number of heat units needed 
to keep the home warm and com- 
fortable. After he does this work, 
he- decides the 
power 
of 
the 


furnace to be used, and the num- 
ber of stacks. He must be careful 
not to put his stacks in the way 
of the plumber's pipes! 


Many theaters and other large 


buildings 
are 
air -cooled 
these 


days. An air-cooling system can 
be fitted with the .furnace of a 
private house, but this is rather 
costly and is not in common use 
today. 


Another system is being placed 


in some homes. It does not give 
real air-chilling, but it keeps the 
air moving through the house on 
hot days, and sends fairly cool 
air from 
the basement to the 


floors above. 
This is not very ex- 


pensive. and it makes air in upoer 
parts of the house four or five 
degrees cooler than the air out- 
doors.
